This memorandum suggests action on the part of the DCI. Such 
requested action is contained in paragraph 4. 

1. I tried to reach Boyd Crawford on Friday to discuss the "legal 
obligation" of CIA to appear before the House Foreign Affairs Committee. 
He is ill, but I have been in touch with Sheldon Kaplan, Counsel for Mrs. 
Kelly's subcommittee, and he said that she was referring to the duties of 
various subcommittees, as established and printed in the calendar of the 
F oreign Affairs Committee. 


2. The calendar lists a subcommittee on "State Department Organ- 
ization and Foreign Operations", which has as its duties "To deal with the 
loyalty and adequacy of all personnel and instruments of foreign policy 
under the control of the United States, and particularly the State Department 
and the Foreign Service, United States Information Agency, and liaison with 
Central Intelligence Agency and other United States agencies involved in 
foreign policies. " This subcommittee is chaired by Wayne Hays of Ohio. 
Other members are Mrs. Kelly, Selden (Ala.), Zablocki (Wis. ), Vorys 
(Ohio), Jackson (Calif. ) and Bentley (Mich. ). According to Kaplan, this is 
also the key to what Mrs. Kelly meant when she told the Director over the 
phone that if her subcommittee didn't get him Wayne Hays' would.

3. Kaplan concedes that the foregoing does not present a statutory 
obligation of any kind. Another document of some relevance is H. Res. 29 
(copy attached) which, under a broad interpretation, would give the 
Foreign Affairs Committee some semblance of jurisdiction over CIA. I 
do not believe Mrs, Kelly had this in mind, however, when she discussed 
Committee jurisdiction over the phone with the Director.

1 Resolved, That effective from January 4 , 1957, the

6 policies including personnel pertaining to the Department

8 gaged primarily in the implementation of United States 

9 foreign policy and the overseas operations, personnel, 

10 and facilities of departments and agencies of the United 

11 States which participate in the development and execu- 

12 tion of such policy; 
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1 (2) relating to the carrying out ol programs and 

2 operations authorized by the Mutual Security Act and 

3 to other laws and measures to promote the foreign 

4 policy of the United States; 

5 (3) relating to activities and programs of inter- 
G national organizations in which the United States parti- 

7 eipates ; 

8 (4) relating to the effectiveness of United States 

9 programs of assistance and information ; and 

10 (5) relating to legislation within the jurisdiction 

11 of the Committee on Foreign Affairs pursuant to pro- 

12 visions of rule XI of the links of the House of Bopre- 

13 sentatives. 

14 The committee shall report to the House (or to the Clerk 

15 of the House if the House is not in session) as soon as prae- 
15 livable during the present Congress the results of its investi-

19 For the purpose of carrying out this resolution the 

20 committee or subcommittee is authorized to sit and act

22 whether the House has recessed, or has adjourned, to hold 

23 such hearings, and to require, by subpena or otherwise, the 

24 attendance and testimony of such witnesses and the pro- 

25 duetion of such books, records, correspondence, memoran- 
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1 dums, papers, and documents, as it deems necessary. Sub- 

2 penas may be issued under the signature of the chairman 

3 of the committee or any member of the committee designated 

4 by him, and may be served by any person designated by 

5 such chairman or member.
